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September Announcement 


THE REGULAR SEPTEMBER MEETING will be held at 8 p. m. Wednesday, Septem- 
ber 9, in the Morrison Auditorium, California Academy of Sciences. Dr. Harold 
C. Bradley, a member of the Academy, will present a color film: 
“Boat Trie Down HE YAMPA AND GREEN Rivers” 

Dr. Bradley took the film last summer when he and 13 companions floated 
down the Yampa and Green rivers through the full length of Dinosaur National 
Monument. (More than half of the monument is in northeastern Colorado, 
with the rest following the course of the Green River into Utah.) Eight mem- 
bers of the group traveled in foldboats, one person in a one-man kayak, and the 
rest in two rubber liferafts. Camping on the river bank at night, the voyagers 
took six days to travel the 90 miles through the monument’s two canyons. 

Dinosaur National Monument is currently the scene of considerable con- 
troversy. A proposal by the Bureau of Reclamation to build two dams within 
its boundaries is being opposed by the National Park Service and interested 
conservationists, Dr. Bradley says. : 

Dr. Bradley, a native of California, was graduated from the University of 

California at Berkeley i in 1900. His graduate work was done at Yale, where he 
received a doctorate in biochemistry and stayed on for two years teaching at the 
Yale Medical School. He went to the University of Wisconsin to head the in- 
stitution’s newly formed Department of Biochemistry in 1906, when the Medical 
School was founded there. Dr. Bradley remained as head of the Department 
until 1948, when he retired and returned to Berkeley. 

Since then Dr. Bradley has been active in conservation work. He is a member 
and director of the Sierra Club, and just recently completed a two-year term as 
chairman of the club’s Conservation Committee. He is a member of the Audu- 
bon Society, the National Parks Association, the Izaak Walton League, and the 
Wilderness Society. 

The public is cordially invited. 


MerTEorR PHOTOGRAPHED 
Leon SALANAVE and George Bunton spent the night of August 10-11 on Mount 
Diablo. They set up an aerial camera to photograph the Perseid meteor shower. 
By prior arrangement with Lick Observatory, Director C. D. Shane and C, A. 
Wirtanen, his assistant, were doing the same thing atop Mount Hamilton. The 
hope was that a Perseid would be photographed from both places so that its 
height above the earth could be computed. 
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Equipment and weather cooperated wonderfully with both sets of observers. 
A Perseid was caught by the Academy observers, but those at Lick were not 
so lucky. 

A rough calculation shows that odds were 12 to | against a sufficiently bright 
Perseid passing in front of the Academy camera; what chances astronomers will 
take in hopes of a successful observation!
